- Improving the Harbour 
Approeches. 


That the improvemont of the 
harbour to suit the new conditions 
of shipping ig still one of the 
important matters under con- 
sideration by the Government ia 
shown in the latest scheme for an 
improved Hght service for the 
harbour. 


The nee? of new lighthouses. 
particularly in tha moredangeroos 
approaches to the harbour, has for 
some time past been recognis- 
ed by the Harbour sathorities, 
and as the result of a conference 
with various skippers, it hss been 
desided to erect three new 
modern lighthouses at Tougka, © 
Lantong Island and the Channe? 
Rocks respectively. 


Plans bare already been pre-. 
pared by the Public Works 
Department and a representative 
of the Hongkong Telegraph, who 
was shown these drawings, was 
informed that work will short- 
ly be puot.in hand. The 
tower to be erected at Tongkn 
will be of granite, while those at 
the other two piaces will be of 
re-infurced concrete. They will 
all be equipped with Aga lights, 
of the same uniformity of action 
as that at Gap Rock. A range 
of 10 naotical, miles in clear 
weather will be given by the new 
Tongko light whilst the ranze of 
the other two lights will be two 
cr :bree miles less. 

It is thought probable that the 
beacon light at Lyemuan Pass, 
which has been ‘found to be ” 
ineffective ig rainy or foggy 
weather, will ba discontinoed 
when the new lighthouses are in 
operation. :

myself intrepid indeed if I dared 
to predict with exactitude what 
the future of Russia will te.

But since the new year there 
have been o-e or two develop- 
mdnts in the Russian situation 
which are of significance and 
which throw some light on the 
possibilities of the immediate 
future. . :

‘becanse the means of coercion, 


trom: the peasantry has failed 
utterly, so he says he will allow 
jus: a little private enterprise 
and business ambition, “tem- 
porarily,” until the Conimunisat 
cart i is pulled out of the mud. 


“The world-revolution,” says 
Lenin tohis Communist retainers, 
“is more tardy than we expected. 
We must make a compromise 
with capitalism in order thet 
Russian industry bo restor- 
ed. The capitalists. will do 
for ‘us what we Commun. 
ists cannot do for ourselves. 
Meanwhile we will foster the 
world revolution by conspiracy, 
bribery, plotsing. and seditious 
agitation.” . 


Indead tha world-revolution is 
tasdier than Lenin expected. The 
Bolsheviks have prophesied it to 
the Russians for the last three 
years. It was always to bappen 

“next week,” “next month,” 
sometimes in England first, some- 
times tn France, sometimes in 
America. : , 

T myself, when I was living 
in Soviet Russia disguised as « 
Bolsbeivk. participate? in the 
celebration of the world-revo- 
lation in Petrograd on « hot Sun- 
day in July, 1918. 


J gat on a table in a great ball, 
surrounded by workmen and 
soldiers, and flapped my shirt up 
and down as others did for ven- 
tilation while the Bolshevik 
orators announced the early 
transfer of the seat of the Bol- 

‘hovik vovermment to Paris, 
Kome, or Berlin. 


And how bewildered tke Bol- 
sheviks were when they dis- 
covered later that this positive 
world-revolution hadn't come off 
after all! 


No, the world-revolution has 
been one of a series of colossal 
miscalculstions on Lenin's part. 
Was not his dream of. forcing 

‘armmuniam upon a peasant- 
peopled Russia a bage miscalcu- 
lation? Was not the over-running 
of Fu-ope last year by the Red 
army a miscalculation ? -Has not 
Lenin’s reading of the psychology 
of western democracies been a 
miscaleulation? His letter to 
the British workers last aummer 
‘efinitely decided them against 
offliation with the Bolshevik: 
International, Miscalculations, 
one after the other. And sois 
his latest move of holding.out an 
olive branch to Capitalisin. 


Fordo the English and other 
European capitalists,  bard- 
headed business men ° witb 
knowledge of Russia who are now 
conteroplating tentative dealings 
with that country, really intend 
to bolster up the Balsbevik 
government in order that an 
ultimate world- revolution may 
be hastened 7 


Not likely! Ther ~ee that the 
granting of the right of free 
trading and the ‘restoration of 
freedom to the - Cooperative 
Societies. both of which are 
essential to the restoration of 
Russia as whole, will: be the 
suicide of the Bolshevik govern- 
ment. 


They see that tle already ex- 
isting split over this compromise 
within the Bolshevik ranks will 
be widened. for Lenin and Krassin 
favour this compromise, while 
Trotzky, Zinoviev and the mad- 
der fanatics are against it. 


They realize that external ag- 
gression has only served to unite 
the warring factions in a common 
bond of self-defense. They see 
that the removal of the barriers 
sbutting off Russis. from the-rest 
of the world wilt result in the full 
trath of actual “conditions be- 
cume’  aoiversally known, 
and this. fact alone will mora 
than netitralize the Bolshevik 
Propagands. d rigned to. depict

shot or shot at. Most of these 
murders occur in the larger cities, 
which Americans are wont to 
hold up a3 triumphs of civilisation, 
Chicago occupying the chief place 
of dishonour with a dozen cases. 
According to the writer 
referred to.

We take the following from the 
Canton Times — ; 

The illegal Peking Government 
issued 2 telegram on May lith 
ordering General Lu Yung-ting 
to commence an. attack on 
Rwanogtung and also ordered the 
authorities in Fukien and Kiangsi 
to co-operate with General Lu 
Yung-ting for the complete sub 
jugation of this province. ‘Tha 
telegram was received in Hong- 
kang by Lam Tsing-buen, a rene- 
gade Cantonese who is making his 
head quarters in Hongkong and 
with Yeung Wing-tai and others 
are abusing the ‘privilege of 
asylum by using Hocgkong asa 
base for their political intrigues 
against Kwangtung. The order 
was sent up to General Lu by 
special messenger and copies were 
made and distributed among the 
merchants in Kwangsi. 

On Sunday the 6th instant the 
$.S."" Ewong Ming” was stopped 
and investigated by.the author- 
ities at Shamsbui and six men 
were discovered on board the 
vessel baving in their possession 
flags which had certain characters 
on them which read “The 
Kwangsi Self-Government Army, 
Advance Guard.” These men 
were taken into custody and 


Heliurned over to the police for 


further investigation. 

. The Steamship “ New China”, 
flying the Chinese flag, is lying 
just outside Whampao with some 
four hundred emigrants who de- 
sire to go to Pern, Mexico or 
Cuba. It seems this steamer was 
chartered by a certain company 
and ap agent was sent up 
to Canton to secure from ‘the 
proper authorities the necessary 
passports. The person entrusted 
with this mission represented 
himself to ba on intimate terms 
with many of the local officials 
and wired to the company that, 
all arrangements had been made. 
In view of the fact.that protests 
have been received from several 
sources, the authorities havo 
carefully investigated the case. 
The emigrants do not possess 
any paper from the  Gov- 
ernment bere so the Commission- 
er of Customs has been instructed 
to make a full investigation and 
not to permit the sbip toclear 
with passengers. This is tha 
second instance within.a few 
weeks where an attempt has been 
made to evade the regulation’ of 
the Government and smuggle 
out emigrants on fraudulent 
Passports, , °

HOW THE BLIND CAN SEE.WITH THEIR EARS. 


One of the most marveloua inventions which batiles the under- 
standing, is the optophaue, an instrument by which all books will 
be opened to the blind. fb is the work of Dr. E. EL Fournier 
D'Albe and its perfector and recent demonstrator is Prof. Archibald 
Barr, of Glasgow. Tha blind person wears a telephone receiver. 
On the side a book, face downward is being fed into s machine 
wh'ch communicates letter by letter, word by word, to the 
mechanism. thence over the wire to the ear and brain of the 
blind. The explanation of this is that on the “roof” of the 
optophone are strong electric lights which illuminate the letter. 
However, similar some of them may be, notwo letters are actually 
alike; each throws a different shadow, casts different rays and. .

DEVIATION FROM NORMAL 
: voraak, 
. Owing to dearth of cargo many 

the regular British lines’ to 
various foreign parts have had to 
reduce ‘sailings materially hia” 
year, and athars, in order fo keep 
a service open forshippars in the 
national intereats, have had to 
eombins ports of call on rewtes 
which formerly wore maintained 
with separate services, Without. 
excep'ion, all steamship services 
bave of Iste-reaulted in. serious 
loss on the voyage. Whilasteam- 
ship owners are making thin. 
sacrifice, it appears that some 
underwriters are trying to make . 
capital out af it by charging in- 
creased. insurance premium on 
cargo shipped to certain parts, 
allegiog that the steamer calling 
at those ports is daviating from 
the normal voyage. 

LIVERPOOL THE FIRST PORT. . 
~ Caused no doudt by exceptional 
circumstances the shipping on the 
Mersey on adsy io April was a 
sight not to be forgotten. The 
main dock entrances, ineluding 
Canada, Huskisson, Brunswick, 
Herculaneum, and the Alfred 
Dock, Birkeahead, contribated 
their share in the handling of 
close upon 60 vessels, large and 
small, which pnt to sea during 
the tide of about two hours. The 
tonnage of the these ships, apart 
m the coasting vessels, made 
& gtand total of over 121,000 tons, 
of which 95,000 were outward 
bound. This, of course; does not 
include those vessels leaving 
Eastham Locks, which helped 
to increase the busy appearaace: 
the river Mersey presented on 
that day. It is is extremely 
doubtful if any other port in thé 
world can show an equal record. 

CALCUTTa’S NEW DOCKS. 

The work ts well ic hand on 
the King George's Dock - in 
Calcutta. Owing to the nature. 
of the soil, ik is proposed to con— 
atrnct both entrances and the 
dock itself by sinking wells ‘or 
monoliths. The first section of 
the. work will consist of the 
entrance lock and dry docks and 
the northern portion, comprising 
altogether 11 berths, arrangments 
being made to use the first five of 
these as soon as they are ready, 
probably by 12927. Ik is 
estimate? that each year’s work 
will involve the utilisation of - 
large quantities of bricks, lime, 
cement, stee], and stone, and toat 
13,250,000 cubic feet of excavat- 
ing. will be done, omploying some 
10,000 labourers. The dock 
system will consist of a basin 
and two long arms, each about 
4.500 feet long by 650 feet wide. 
When complete the water area of 
the dock will be about 190 acres, 
the length of the quay wall! about 
25,000 feet. and the number of 
berths 35.° The txo dry docks 
will measura in all 1,190 by 80 
feet Thirty-three of the berths 
will bs equipped as import or 
export, berths, one will be for 
steamers waiting, and the other 
will be equipped forheavy lifts. 

BELFAST SHIPYARD WAGES. 

Ac the conterence betweer 
Messrs. Harlaod and, Wolff, Ltd.* 
and the Belfast District Commit 
tee of the Engineering and Ship- 
building. Trades Federation on. 
the question of the stabilisation 
of wazes it was pointed out om 
behalf of the firm thata reduc- 
tion of 6s. per week in two 
moieties, 33. per week to.time | 
workers, or 834 per cent. to piece- 
workers from the Ist May, 1921. 
and 3s. per week to time workers 
or 74 per cent. to piece- 
workers as from the Ist 
June, 1921, bad been agreed upon “ 
in all the shipbuilding centres , 
across the channel, snd it was 
intimated that while this principle 
would have to be adopted locally 
the firm was prepared to make 
gone alterations in the dates on 
which the reductionbecomeopera- 
tive, the alterativa proposal being 
a reducaticn of 3s. per week to 
timeworkers and 73% per.cent. to 
piecewcrkera, to take place on 
the firstpay in May. the second 
reduction of 3a. and 734 per cent. 
respectively to ba applied after” 
the July holidays, which in effect 
meant that Balfast shipyard em- 
ployes would enjoy a financial 
benefit fora period of six weeks 
over a cross-channel ‘fellow 
worker. The question of a 
sliding scale to regolate wages 
based on the cost of Hving, apart 
from the. above reductions, was 
also discussed.
